Witfi regard to the Notice of Abandonment mailed on June 2, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully request withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above-captioned 
^plication for feilurc to respond to an Office Action in a timely fashion. Applicants have not 
abandoned this application. 

On June 7, 2004, Applicants received a Notice of Abandonment mailed June 2, 2004. 
Attached to this Notice of Abandonment was a copy of an Official Action purportedly mailed 
by the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on October 16, 2003. This 
Official Action was not received by the Applicants prior to receipt of tihe copy attached to the 
Notice of Abandonment. Evidence to this effect is set forth below. 

On October 8, 2003, Applicants filed a Response to an Official Action mailed on July 
8, 2003, rejecting the claims for Lack of Unity and issuing a Restriction Requirement. A 
petition for an extension of time was timely filed. No further communications were received 
from the USPTO in this case until May 28, 2004. On May 28. 2004, the undersigned attorney 
fox Applicants received a telephone call from Examiner Thomas McKenzie, Ph J5., infonning 
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her diat the case had been abandoned for failure to respond to an Official Action mailed on 
October 1 6, 2003. As stated above, Applicants never received the October 16, 2003, Office 
Action. 

It is the usual practice in this office for all incoming mail to be date stamped by the file 
clerk upon anival. Any office actions are immediately entered into the computer docketing 
system and are docketed for the date a response to the OfiBcial Action is due in Ac USPTO. In 
this instance, the date for response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment would have 
been docketed for one month from the date of mailing, that is, November 1 6, 2003. The 
Official Action is then placed with the file and given to the attorney. 

The undersigned attorney reviewed the file jacket of United States Serial Number 
10/070,530 (Attomey docket number 5966-Ol-RG). According to our usual and customaiy 
business practices, if an Office Action had been received, it would have been placed in the file. 
There was no written communication fix)m the USPTO in the file, after that mailed on July 8, 
2003, prior to the receipt of the Notice of Abandonment 

According to our usual and customary business practices, if an Office Action had been 
received, it would have been entered into the electronic docketing system and a docket entry of 
November 16, 2003, would have been entered. The undeisigned reviewed reports fiom the 
regularly maintained docketing system, which review indicated that no Office Action (Notice of 
Non-Compliant Amendment) was received by Applicants. Prior to receipt of the June 2, 2004, 
Notice of Abandonment, no entries of communications fcom the USPTO appear on tiie 
docketing system report after October 8, 2003, the date ^^plicants filed the response to the July 
8, 2003, Office Action. Submitted herewith as Exhibit 1, is a printout from >^licants' 
docketing system idcnti^g fliose action items which have been docketed to date in this 
application. In Exhibit 1, the latest docket entry date', prior to receipt of the Notice of 
Abandonment, was October 8, 2003. Exhibit 1 is submitted as documentary proof of the non- 
receipt of the Office conmiunication. 

' There is a docketed due date of August 8, 2003, on the docketing system report as the 1 
month date fix^m receipt of the Restriction Requirement 
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Since there are no entries in the docketing system for tfiis file and no Office Action was 
found in the file, one can draw only one conclusion: the OflBcial Action was not received in our 
offices. 

Based on the statements set forth above, Applicants respectfully request that the holding 
of abandonment be withdrawn. 

Applicants submit herewith the corrected section which complies with 37 CFR 1.121, 
the claims with the proper status identifier (Exhibit B), and requests that upon withdrawal of the 
abandon status of this case, these claims be allowed. 

As set fonh in 37 C.F.R. l,181(a). Applicants respectfidly submit that this petition does 
not require a fee; however, if this paper requires a fee, authorization is given to charge any 
necessary fees or credit any overpayment of fees to Deposit Account No. 23-0455.
